According to some, 
the University authorities intended to 
make a refund of the excess of thé 
present fees over those of the past

Yesterday afteriibon a représouta- 
llve of the "Dally" interviewed Prin- 
cipal Sir Arthur Currle on the subject, 
and the latter stated that no suoji 
action was contemplated. Sir Arthur, 
however, expressed the' greatest sym- 
pathy with the claims of the returned 
men for financial asslstanœ, and 
wished It to be known that a certain 
ainouQt of money, bad been set aside 
hy thë;;trBilT«r8lty for this purpose. 
Any returned student' who finds him- 
self financially émbarrassed mày don* 
aider himself at full liberty to apply 
to the Principal personally, when bis 
claims will be considered,, and, in 
cases of obvious necessity, arrange- 
ments wlU-bck made .whkh- 
able'the shident to oarr^'oVwltit his 
course. 

It is realized that there are many

Extraordiiuay Tratimony Be- 
fore Tarriff Gomnii^on 
at Ottawa.. 



There have been some, sui^rislng 
documents' presented to -.the Tariff 
Committee, but none more amazing 
than the brief presented a2 Ottawa by 
Mr. M. ^. Staples on behalf of tho 
United .Farmei;a ■ of: Ontario.^ The 
statement, which was presented by 
Mr. St&vles, who is Bducitionat .Sec- 
retary of the U. F. 0.. or, as he ex- 
plained to Sir Henry Praytoo, ' " an 
Asiemblbr of Ittfonnatlon". for that 
organisation,, bad .the approval.' he 
said, ot Mr. MorrlS(m, Mr. Bumaby. 
Mr. Oood, MV. Walîatè, and Mr. itfc- 
Naugbtott. ■ Mr. Bti^iles held protect 
tlon respon8li)le for nearly all tbe sins 
in the calendar. He made- the dis- 
covery that protection has- not cor- 
rected thé ancient evil of unemploy- 
ment Still, ° be;, admitted .that in 
Ç^réàt Britain '':uninnpiô>3oentis ram- 
pant, in protective United States it Is 
rampant also." Then he discovered 
that " protection has .fidled to main- 
tain a remunerative market for farm 
produce.": Again, it has .".failed' to 
maintain a favorable trade balance."
